HIS Court have receiv’d Letters 
6 * from the Earl of Galway, dated the 
‘28th of May from Tortofa, and 
‘from Barcelona the 9th of June, 
* which give Ground to hope that Ca- 
‘talonia will be detended againft the Enemy till 
‘more Succours can arrive there for King Charles. 
‘The Earl of Galway had his Body of Horfe with 
‘him at Barcelona : Moft Part of the Foot were 
‘put into Tortofa and Lerida, The Marquis de 
‘ Frontiera, before he took his March with the Por- 
‘tuguefe Army to endeavour to retake Moura, 
‘thought it neceffary to reinforce the Garrifons on 


‘our Frontiers towards Badajox, leaft M.de Bay - 


‘ who is with a Body of the Enemy's Forces on that 
‘ fide, fhould make any Attempt in Portugal. 


Hague, July 19. The King of Pruffia’s Minifter 
propoles to enter anew into a Negociation for ter- 
minating the Affair of the Succeifion of Orange : 
Which ‘tis believ’d will be foon concluded without 
much Difficulry, becaufe the Prince of Naffau- 
Frifeland, who in a few Days will be of Age, and 
can then ac as he pleafes in this Affair, has always 
thewn himfelf more tractable than the Princefs bis 
Mother, and difpos’d to agree on cafier Terms than 
the was willing to accept for him. M. Hymen, a 
Councellour of the Regency of Cleves, is come 
hither to affift Baron Schmettau in this Negociation. 
M.Nortwick who is made Dykegrave of the Rhine- 
land, in the Room of M. Duyvenvoorde deceas'‘d, 
obtain’d that Office by the Management of the Cities 
of Amfterdam and Harlem. Thofe two Cities to 
elude the Prerentions of the City ot Leiden, and to 
hinder the conferring of that Office on one of its 
Magiftrates, joyn’d with the Cities of North Hol- 
land, and by a Majority of 12 Voices to 7 carried 
the Eledtion for M. Nortwick. The Reafon was, 
they were apprebenfive that Office might be perpe- 
tuaied among the Magiftrates of Leiden if once it 
fhould be in their Hands; and then the City of 
Leiden would have had it in their Power to difpofe 
of certain Waters to the Difadvantage of Amfter- 
dam and Harlem. The Attempt of the famous 
French Party-Leader La Croix,to compel the City of 
Cologne by bombarding it with Grenadoes to agree 
to pay him Contributions, is leugh’d at here: But 
‘tis fear’d Germany will be oblig’d to pay Contribu- 
tions for fome time ftill to the Marfhal de Villars :

Yefterday came in the King’s 
Wefton of Briftol from London, John Bevin Com- 
mander bound for Venice, with Lead and Bail- 
Goods. Came in alfo the Mary Annof and for 
Bilboa, Dominick de Hormas Mafter, from Amfter- 
dam, laden with Deales. 

Shields, July 15. Yefterday fail’d from this Port 
and Sunderland above 100 Sail of laden Colliers; 
under the Convoy of Her Majefty’s Ships the Fever- 
fham and Queenborough. Above qo Sail of large 
Colliers are left béffind in this Harbour. 

Yarmouth, July 16. The Light Fleet of Colliers 
of about 70 Sail continues here. And alfo her Ma- 
jefty’s Ship the Flamborow, which is bound for 
Harwich. This Evening came into our Roads 6 
Gorn-Veffels from the Northward, and there now 
appears coming about Leftoff-Point about 4o Sail. 
of Light Colliers and Coaflers from the South- 
ward. 

Harwich, July 17. Yefterday the Prince George, 
Captain Lucas Commander, arriv'd here from Portf-: 
mouth, being appointed to ferve for a Pacquet- Buat 
to Holland. The Merlin and Chatham Prize remain. 
here; as do alfo the light Colliers bound to the 
Northward, wanting Convoy. This Morning fail’d 
the Eagle Pacquet-Boat with a Mail for Holland. 

Deal, July 17. Her Majefty’s Ships the Effex; 
Medway, Ruffel, and le Firme, fail’d Yefterday in 
thé Afternoon for the River. Sail’d alfo 2 Dutch 
Men of War, with the Topfham-Pleet under their 
Convoy , for Rotterdam. There remain in the’ 
Downes, her Majefty’s Ship the Jerfey, and feveral . 
Merchaat-Ships oucward bound. This Morning 
came in 2 Dutch Men of War,
